Land  Gift  Given  Y 


BYU  is  the  recipient  of  a land  gift  with  an  estimated 
value  of  $5  million. 

The  land,  the  estate  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Louis  L.  Meitus  of 
Beverly  Hills,  Calif.,  is  located  near  Santa  Monica.  The 
1,386-acre  estate  extends  from  the  inland  side  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  Highway  at  a point  about  two  miles  west  of  Topanga 
Canyon  to  the  crest  of  the  Santa  Monica  Mountains. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Meitus  decided  to  make  the  gift  after 
visiting  the  campus  where,  Mr.  Meitus  says,  “the 
atmosphere  was  uplifting,  inspiring  and  electrifying.” 

In  addition  to  the  land,  the  donors  have  also  offered  to 
give  $10,000  toward  construction  of  a chapel  for  the 
Pacific  Palisades  Ward  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints. 

In  making  the  gift,  Mr.  Meitus  said:  “I  am  of  the  Jewish 
faith,  but  BYU  has  a worldwide  program  of  exceptional 
academic  merit,  and  my  interests  are  with  every  faith  and 
especially  in  helping  young  people.” 

In  announcing  the  gift  to  the  university,  President  Ernest 


L.  Wilkinson  commented,  “The  Meitus  gift  is  the  most 
generous  in  the  University’s  history.  On  behalf  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  faculty  and  students,  I express  sincere 
appreciation  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Meitus  for  this  great 
contribution.” 

Added  David  B.  Haight,  assistant  to  the  president,  “We 
are  very  grateful  to  Mr.  Meitus.  He  is  a wonderful, 
benevolent  man.” 

Meitus,  president  of  King  Midas  Match  Co.,  began  his 
business  career  as  a lumber  dealer  in  Chicago.  As  his 
business  interests  prospered,  he  moved  his  base  of 
operations  to  the  West  Coast. 

Through  the  years  he  and  his  wife  have  been  extensively 
involved  in  philanthropy.  Their  involvement  began  in 
Chicago  in  1938  when  Meitus  went  to  buy  a Shetland  pony 
for  his  two  children  and  ended  up  buying  a whole  circus. 
He  shipped  the  circus  all  over  the  United  States  with  several 
trainers  and  gave  free  shows  for  sick  and  underprivileged 
children. 


Church  Racism  Censured 
At  Y Yearly  Press  Convention

A move  to  censure  BYU  and  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  was  headed  off  Saturday  at  the 
business  session  of  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Collegiate  Press  Association  convention. 

The  convention,  which  lasted  from 
Thursday  to  Saturday,  was  confronted  by 
a resolution  that  accused  The  Church  of 
“actively  practicing”  discrimination.  An 
amendment  condemning  racism  but  not 
The  Church  was  substituted  and  passed, 
taking  the  steam  out  of  the  censuring 
move. 

The  accusers  said  The  Church’s 
discrimination  was  something  they  had  to 
speak  out  against.  They  argued  that  the 
RMCPA  had  not  really  done  anything 
effective  for  several  years  and  that  it  was 
time  for  it  to  come  out  against  social 
injustice. 

The  real  challenge  came,  however,  not 
at  the  discussions  but  before  the  student 
journalists  at  the  business  meeting  on  the 
third  day  of  the  conference.  The 
resolution  was  presented  by  the  Colorado 
delegation  which  had  passed  it 
unanimously.  It  called  The  Church  to 
task  and  not  BYU,  as  had  been  expected. 

The  basis  of  their  argument  against  The 
Church  was  not  that  it  practiced  any 
particular  acts  of  discrimination,  but  that 
the  doctrinal  denial  of  the  priesthood  to 
blacks  was  “destructive  to  the  humanity 
of  blacks  and  whites  alike.” 

When  the  resolution  was  introduced, 
Sally  Pearce,  a non-Mormon  delegate 
from  the  University  of  Utah,  spoke  out 
against  what  she  called  the  resolution’s 
covert  criticism  of  BYU  and  Ricks.  These 
schools  were,  she  said,  by  no  means  racist 
and  she  named  instances  of  blacks  being 
admitted  to  BYU.  She  added  that  a 
condemnation  of  BYU  was  hypocritical 
since  there  were  no  blacks  at  the 
conference. 

Chip  Berlet,  delegate  from  the 


University  of  Denver  and  head  of  the 
group  that  wrote  the  resolution,  disagreed 
that  he  was  being  hypocritical.  He  said  his 
own  editor  was  black  but  had  been 
unable  to  come  because  he  was  behind  in 
his  studies. 

He  insisted  that  the  resolution  was  not 
directed  against  BYU  or  Ricks 
specifically. 

Ron  Scott,  delegate  from  the 
University  of  Utah,  said  the  resolution 
would  not  have  the  intended  effect.  It 
would  only  alienate  conscientious 
Mormons,  lie  said.  “Is  the  best  way  to 
bring  about  eventual  change  the 
forcing-out  of  this  organization  the  young 
Mormons  who  are  concerned  about  The 
Church’s  policy?”  he  asked.

Leaders  Speak  Of 
Facets  In  LDS  Life

President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  called 
for  brotherhood  and  righteous  living 
Saturday  at  the  first  session  of  the  1 40th 
Annual  Conference  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

“We  have  little  sympathy  . . . with  the 
spirit  of  disruption  and  dissidence  that  is 
sometimes  found  on  the  campuses  of  our 
land.” 

“We  urge  our  youth  to  avoid  these 


displays  of  intemperate  conduct  and 
rather  be  on  the  side  of  law  and  order  and 
circumspect  action,”  President  Smith 
continued. 

He  expressed  confidence  in  youth  and 
advised  them  “not  to  follow  the  fashions 
and  customs  of  the  world,  not  to  partake 
of  the  spirit  of  rebellion  and  not  to 
forsake  the  paths  of  truth  and  virtue.” 

President  Smith  stressed  that 
“everything  we  do  in  the  Church  centers 
-around  the  divine  law  that  we  are  to  love 


Boyd  K.  Packer 
Chosen  As  Apostle 


Elder  Boyd  K.  Packer,  an  Assistant  to 
the  Twelve,  was  named  and  sustained 
Monday  as  a member  of  The  Quorum  of 
Twelve  Apostles  at  the  Solemn  Assembly 
held  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle. 

Named  as  Assistants  to  the  Twelve  were 
Elder  Joseph  Anderson,  Elder  David  B. 
Haight,  and  Elder  William  H.  Bennett. 

Elder  Packer,  45,  was  called  to  serve  as 
an  Assistant  to  the  Twelve  in  October, 
1961.  Prior  to  that  time  he  was  named  a 
member  of  the  administrative  council  of 
BYU  and  The  Church  Unified  School 
System. 

His  professional  career  includes  service 
as  supervisor  of  Church  seminaries  and 
institutes  and  extensive  experience  with 
Indian  affairs  for  The  Church  at  the 
Intermountain  Indian  School  at  Brigham 
City.  He  currently  serves  as  a member  of 
The  Church  Board  of  Education  and  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  BYU. 

He  is  the  managing  director  of  the 
Priesthood  Family  Home  Evening 
programs  and  also  of  the  Church’s 
Military  Relations  Committee. 

Beginning  in  1965,  he  served  for  three 
years  as  president  of  the  New  England 
Mission. 

Elder  Packer  studied  at  Weber  College 
in  Ogden  and  received  his  B.S.  and  M.S. 
degrees  from  Utah  State  University.  Since 
becoming  a General  Authority  he 
completed  his  work  for  his  Ph.D.  in 
education  administration  which  he 
received  from  BYU. 

Elder  Joseph  Anderson,  80,  has  served 
as  secretary  to  the  First  Presidency  since 
February,  1922.  When  he  was  appointed 
as  secretary,  Heber  J.  Grant  was  president 
of  The  Church.  Elder  Anderson  has 
served  under  each  of  the  presidents  of 
The  Church  since  then-George  Albert 
Smith,  David  O.  McKay  and  now  with 
President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith.  He  will 
continue  to  serve  as  secretary  to  the  first 
presidency. 

His  responsibilities  have  been  to  attend 


and  keep  the  minutes  on  meetings  of  the 
First  Presidency  and  the  weekly  meetings 
of  the  Presidency  and  The  Council  of 
Twelve  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple. 

He  has  also  served  as  clerk  of  the 
General  Conference  of  the  Church,  being 
responsible  for  the  recording  of 
conference  speeches  and  proceedings. 
Elder  Anderson  still  records  the 
proceedings  by  Pittman  shorthand. 

Elder  David  B.  Haight,  63,  is  an 
assistant  to  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 


ELDER  PACKER 

He  has  served  as  a regional  representative 
for  The  Twelve  since  1967.  Elder  Haight 
has  been  a member  of  The  Church 
Priesthood  Missionary  Committee  and  is 
former  president  of  the  Scottish  Mission, 
where  he  served  from  1963  to  1966.  Prior 
to  that  time  he  served  for  12  years  as 
president  of  the  Palo  Alto  Stake  in 
California. 

Elder  William  H.  Bennett  has  directed 
the  extension  services  at  USU  since  1962. 
He  has  served  as  a regional  representative 
to  The  Twelve  since  1967. 

He  received  B.S.  and  M.S.  degrees  from 
Utah  State  University  and  the  Ph.D.  from 
the  University  of  Wisconsin.  He  has  also 
served  as  dean  of  the  College  of 
Agriculture,  assistant  director  of 
cooperative  extension  and  associate 
professor  of  agronomy  at  USU. 


At  that  point,  a delegate  from  Mesa 
Community  College  (in  Mesa,  Ariz.) 
asked  the  Colorado  Delegation  if  they 
would  favor  an  amendment  condemning 
racism  in  any  institution  where  it  was 
found.  “It  would  take  the  pressure  off 
the  Mormon  Church,”  he  said. 

Berlet  said  no. 

The  amendment  which  would  remove 
all  reference  to  The  Church  read: 

“The  Rocky  Mountain  Press  Assn, 
condemns  the  deliberate  racial 
discrimination  that  is  practiced  by  any 
organization  or  institution  and  calls  upon 
its  members  to  inform  and  educate  their 
readers  against  racism.” 

Amid  confusion  over  what  delegates 
would  really  be  voting  for  if  they  passed 
the  amendment,  it  was  passed 
overwhelmingly. 

It  was  an  amendment  “in  substitution,” 
which  meant  that  it  replaced  the  original. 
Many  delegates  thought  it  would  just  be 
an  addition  to  the  previous  resolution. 
When  a delegate  stood  and  asked  what 
the  amended  resolution  meant,  the 
original  measure’s  sponsors  realized  they 
had  been  defeated. 

When  the  vote  on  the  resolution  came 
the  measure  was  considerably  different 
than  when  it  first  had  been  introduced. 
The  final  vote  was  overwhelmingly  in 
favor,  17-3,  with  four  abstentions. 

As  Chip  Berlet  remarked  when  voting 
yes,  “It’s  like  voting  against  polio!” 

Others  disagreed.  BYU’s  editor,  Roger 
Gillespie,  broke  the  roll-call  vote  to  say 
“Neither  BYU  nor  the  Church  which 
sponsors  it  in  any  way  condone  racism. 
As  a result,  we  endorse  and  subscribe 
fully  to  the  resolution  pending  before  this 
conference. 

“However,  because  of  the  dialogue  that 
has  gone  on  for  the  last  hour  concerning 
the  Mormon  Church  and  the  fear  that  a 
positive  vote  would  be  interpreted  to  be 
both  a denunciation  of  oyr  Church  and 
our  school,  BYU  abstains.” 


The  Tenth  President 
Of  The  Church 


JOSEPH  FIELDING  SMITH,  who 
was  yesterday  sustained  as 
President,  gives  the  sustaining  vote. 
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and  worship  God  and  love  and  serve  our 
fellow  men.” 

Also  speaking  at  the  Saturday  morning 
session,  Elder  Richard  L.  Evans  of  The 
Council  of  the  Twelve  said:  “Some  give 
themselves  to  tearing  down,  to 
destruction-but  most  tragically  to  the 
destruction  of  themselves,  their  minds, 
their  peace,  their  happiness,  their  future 
possibilities.” 

At  the  same  session,  Elder  Marvin 
Ashton,  Assistant  to  The  Council  of  the 
Twelve,  spoke  “for  some  of  our  troubled 
youth  in  today’s  troubled  society.”  He 
told  parents,  “Don’t  give  up  on  us,  don’t 
resent  us.  Don’t  try  to  get  us  to  conform 
through  sympathy,  embarrassment,  or 
ridicule.” 

Priesthood  Session 

“We  are  promoting  the  work  of  the 
Devil  when  we  spread  rumors  and  false 
prophesies,”  President  Harold  B.  Lee  told 
the  Priesthood  session  of  the  conference. 

“It  never  ceases  to  amaze  me  how 
gullible  some  of  our  Church  members  are 
in  broadcasting  sensational  stories  of 
dreams  or  visions  and  purported 
patriarchal  blessing  . . . without  first 
verifying  the  report  with  proper  Church 
authorities,”  he  said. 

Latter-day  Saints  should,  he  said, 
“avoid  those  who  seek  to  draw  attention 
and  gain  a following  to  serve  their  own 
notions  and  sometimes  sinister  motives.” 

President  Smith  told  the  session,  “You 
cannot  receive  the  fulness  of  eternal 
reward  unless  you  receive  the  ordinances 
of  the  House  of  the  Lord  . . . And  there  is 
no  exaltation  in  the  Kingdom  of  God 
without  the  fulness  of  the  Priesthood.” 

“We  are  living  in  a troubled  world,” 
President  N.  Eldon  Tanner,  second 
.counselor  to  President  Smith  said  “and 
the  world  has  the  right  to  expect  of  its 
leaders  direction  and  purpose  in  life.” 

President  Tanner  also  addressed  the 
Sunday  morning  session.  At  this  session 
he  said  lawlessness,  rioting  and  rebellion 
can  be  eliminated  by  living  and  teaching 
the  gospel. 

“Losing  our  Freedom” 

He  urged  obedience  to  both  the  laws  of 
the  land  and  the  laws  of  God.  “To  the 
extent  that  we  disregard,  disobey  and 
flaunt  the  law,  we  are  losing  our  freedom, 
depriving  others  of  theirs  and  leading  to 
anarchy,”  he  remarked. 

President  Tanner  stressed  living  the  law 
of  the  Sabbath  and  the  Word  of 
Wisdom-including  avoiding  the  use  of 
drugs. 

“We  owe  it  to  ourselves,  to  our  youth, 
to  the  future  of  our  country,  to  restrict 
or  if  possible  to  entirely  do  away  with  the 
use  of  these  devilish  things  that  are 
causing  so  much  tragedy  in  the  world,” 
he  said. 

Speaking  at  the  same  session,  Elder 
Delbert  Stapley  of  The  Council  of  the 
Twelve  discussed  modern  trends  away 
from  gospel  teachings.  “Too  many  young 
people  are  being  taught  concepts  in 
school  and  elsewhere  that  do  not 
harmonize  with  the  teachings  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

“They  are  encouraged  to  ‘find 
themselves’  or  to  ‘try  this  and  that.’  This 
deviating  approach  permits  looseness  and 
uncontrolled  appetites,”  he  warned. 

Elder  Hugh  B.  Brown,  also  of  The 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  urged  members  of 
The  Church  to  “reject  every  inclination 
to  disregard  or  distort  the  facts,  avoid  the 
extremes  of  fanaticism  and  above  all  else, 
demand  the  truth  . . . 

“Let  us  continue  to  search  for  truth  in 
all  fields  of  human  interest  and  endeavor 
till  the  war  drums  throb  no  longer  and 
the  battle  flags  are  furled  in  the 
parliament  of  man,  the  federation  of  the 
world,  until  the  Prince  of  Peace  shall 
come  and  assume  his  rightful  place  as 
King  of  Kings  and  there  will  be  universal 
peace  for  1000  years.” 

Elder  Mark  E.  Peterson  of  The  Council 
of  Twelve  told  the  fifth  session  that  the 
President  of  The  Church  is  more  than  a 
president. 

“To  us  he  also  is  a chosen  prophet  of 
God  in  the  same  sense  Moses,  Isaiah,  and 
Ezekial  were  called,”  he  said.  The  Lord 
raised  up  Joseph  Smith  as  a prophet 
because  the  time  of  new  revelation  was 
near  and  there  was  no  prophet  on  earth 
to  receive  it,  he  said.

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LDS  Church  Leaders  Speak 


The  beginning  of  the  call  of  one  to  be 
president  of  The  Church,  actually  begins  when 
he  is  called,  ordained  and  set  apart  to  become  a 
member  of  the  Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles. 
Such  a call  by  prophecy,  or  in  other  words,  by 
the  inspiration  of  the  Lord  to  the  one  holding 
the  keys  of  presidency,  and  the  subsequent 
ordination  and  setting  apart  by  the  laying  on  of 
hands  by  that  same  authority,  places  each 
apostle  in  a priesthood  quorum  of  twelve  men 
holding  the  apostleship. 

Each  apostle  so  ordained,  under  the  hands  of 
the  president  of  The  Church  who  holds  tl)6 
keys  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  concert  with  all 
other  ordained  apostles,  gives  to  him  the 
priesthood  authority  necessary  to  hold  every 
position  in  The  Church  even  to  a position  of 
presidency  over  The  Church  if  he  were  called 
by  the  presiding  authority  and  sustained  by  a 
vote  of  a constituent  assembly  of  the 
membership  of  The  Church. 


Voting  was  done  first  by  separate  quorums  of 
the  priesthood  and  then  by  the  general 
assembly,  including  the  priesthood.  Voting  was 
conducted  in  this  manner  for  the  sustaining  of 
the  First  Presidency,  The  Council  to  the  Twelve 
and  the  Patriarch  to  The  Church.  Voting  for 
other  General  Authorities  and  general  officers 
was  accomplished  in  the  manner  usually 
followed  in  General  Conferences. 

Following  the  sustaining  of  officers,  a 
statistical  report  was  presented  to  the 
Conference.  It  listed  the  total  membership  of 
The  Church  at  the  end  of  1969  as  2,807,456, 
with  70,010  convert  baptisms  and  54,606 
children  of  record  baptized. 

President  Smith,  Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball 
and  - Elder  Harold  B.  Lee  then  addressed  the 
Conference. 

Music  for  the  session  was  provided  by  the 
Tabernacle  Choir.  Early  in  the  meeting,  the 
Choir  sang  “King  of  Glory.”  Jesse  Evans  Smith, 
wife  of  President  Smith,  sang  the  solo  portion 
of  the  piece. 


PRESIDENT  LEE 

All  members  of  the  First  Presidency  and  the 
Twelve  are  regularly  sustained  as  “prophets, 
seers,  and  revelators.”  This  means  that  anyone 
of  the  apostles,  so  chosen  and  ordained,  could 
preside  over  The  Church  if  he  were  to  be 
“chosen  by  the  body  (which  has  been 
interpreted  to  mean,  the  entire  quorum  of  the 
Twelve)  appointed  "and  ordained  to  that  office 
and  upheld  by  the  confidence,  faith  and  prayers 
of  the  Church;”  to  quote  from  a revelation  on 
this  subject,  on  one  condition,  and  that  being 
that  he  was  the  senior  member  or  the  president 
of  that  body. 

Occasionally  the  question  is  often  asked  as  to 
whether  or  not  one  other  than  the  senior 
member  of  the  Twelve  could  become  president.

President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith  was 
sustained  as  the  10th  president  and  prophet  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
in  a solemn  assembly  Monday  morning  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Tabernacle. 

It  was  the  first  solemn  assembly  at  a General 
Conference  since  April  6,  1951,  when  the  late 
David  O.  McKay  was  sustained  as  Church 
president. 

The  Tabernacle  was  filled  to  capacity  for  the 
session.  Members  of  the  priesthood  quorums 
occupied  the  main  floor,  while  the  general 
membership  filled  the  seats  of  the  balcony. 
Overflow  crowds  were  seated  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  on  Temple  Square  and  in  the  Salt  Palace  a 
block  away. 

President  Harold  B.  Lee,  who  conducted  the 
sustaining  of  officers,  invited  all  those  who 
were  listening  to  the  procedings.  on  radio  or 
viewing  on  television  as  well  as  those  in  the 
overflow  areas,  to  join  in  the  sustaining  of  The 
Church  leaders.

Open  Letter  To 
A Young  Man 


I have,  been  getting  lusty  cheers  and  jeers  for  a rueful  little 
paragraph  I recently  wrote  about  student  riots.  The  most  eloquent 
(and  savage)  letter  ended:  “Drop  dead!!!”  Another  diatribe  was 
signed  “Columbia  Senior.”  I wish  I knew  where  to  send  this  reply 
to  both: 

Dear? : 

It  will  upset  you  to  learn  that  I agree  with  many  things  you  said. 
For  instance:  “Don’t  question  our  sincerity!”  I don’t.  You  are 
about  as  sincere  as  anyone  can  be.  You  are  sincerely  unhappy, 
sincerely  frustrated  and  sincerely  confused.  You  are  also  sincerely 
wrong  about  the  few  facts  you  cite,  and  sincer-  ly  illogical  in  the 
violent  conclusions  you  reach.  Besides,  what  does  “sincerity”  have 
to  do  with  issues?  Any  insane  asylum  is  full  of  sincere  patients. 
Hitler  was  undoubtedly  sincere.  So  are  the  followers  of  Voliva, 
who  think  the  world  is  sincerely  flat. 

I sadly  agree  that  your  college  courses  have  been  “outrageously 
irrelevant  to  the  times”— because  your  letter  reveals  that  you  could  * 
not  pass  a freshman  exam  in  at  least  three  fields  in  which  you  pass 
such  sweeping  judgments:  economics,  history,  political  theory. 

You  say,  “Destroy  a system  that  has  not  abolished 
unemployment,  exploitation  and  war!”  By  the  same  reasoning,  you 
should  blow  up  all  hospitals  (and  perhaps  execute  all  doctors, 
biologists  and  researchers):  they  have  not  abolished  disease. 

Before  you  destroy  a system,  propose  another  that  will  solve 
(not  hide,  shift  or  disguise)  unemployment,  “exploitation,”  war. 
Anyone  can  promise  Utopia— without  specifying  a program.  Tom 
Hayden,  idol  of  the  New  Left,  has  said:  “First  we’ll  make  the 
revolution— then  we’ll  find  out  what  for.”  Would  you  employ  a 
plumber  who  rips  out  all  the  pipes  in  your  house  before  he  learned 
how  to  repair  a leak? 

You  say,  ‘The  mass  media  are  not  telling  us  the  truth.”  Then 
how  and  from  whom  did  you  learn  the  “evils”  you  correctly 
deplore?  After  all,  your  information  comes  from  one  or  another 
organ  of— the  mass  media. 

“This  society  is  only  interested  in  higher  prices  and  profits!” 
You  apparently  do  not  understand  this  society  or  the  function  of 
prices  (and  profits)  in  any  economy.  Has  it  never  occurred  to  you 
that  the  marketplace  is  a polling  booth?  That  buying  is  voting? 
That  no  economic  system  is  possible  without  some  form  of  pricing, 
without  some  measure  of  efficacy  or  worth?  Has  it  never  occurred 
to  you  that  profits  are  a form  of  proof  (that  something  gives 
satisfaction  to  those  who  pay  for  it)?  Perhaps  you  should  examine 
the  public  uses  that  we  make  of  private  profits-through  taxation. 

The  countries  that  follow  your  platitude,  “production  for  use” 
without  exception  produce  far  less  for  their  people  to  enjoy,  of 
much  shoddier  quality,  at  much  higher  prices  (measured  by  the 
hours  of  work  needed  to  buy  something).  Don’t  you  know  that 
“Socialist”  countries  are  smuggling  “capitalist”  incentives  into 
their  systems?  Has  it  not  dawned  on  you  that  wherever  and 
whenever  there  is  no  free  market,  there  is  no  free  thought,  no  free 
art,  no  free  politics,  no  free  life? 

You  rage  against  “a  heartless  country  in  which  the  poor  get 
poorer.”  Alas,  poor  Yoricks:  The  decline  in  poverty  in  the  U.S.  is 
among  the  more  astonishing  and  hopeful  facts  of  human  history. 
(In  1900,  about  90%  of  our  population  was  poor;  in  1920—50%,  in 
1930—34%;  in  1968—15%).  You  will  cry  that  15%  is  outrageous. 
Agreed.  The  question  is:  How  best  abolish  it?  (A  negative  income 
tax  makes  more  sense  that  anything  your  colleagues  propose.) 

“The  middle  class  exploits  the  unemployed.”  Please  examine 
that  cliche.  Would  the  middle  class  be  worse  off  or  better  off  if  all 
the  unemployed  magically  disappeared?  Obviously,  much  better 
off:  Think  of  the  enormous  saving  in  taxes,  the  enormous 
improvement  in  public  services,  the  enormous  benefits  from 
refocused  energies  now  used  to  ameliorate  poverty’s  abominable 
toll. 

You  say  your  generation  “wants  to  be  understood.”  Well,  so 
does  mine.  How  much  have  you  tried  to  understand  others?  You 
pillory  us  for  injustices  not  of  our  making,  frictions  not  of  our 
choice,  dilemmas  that  history  (or  our  forbears  or  the  sheer 
intractability  of  events)  presented  to  us.  You  say  we  “failed” 
because  you  face  so  many  awful  problems.  Will  you  then  accept 
blame  for  all  the  problems  that  exist  (and  they  will)  when  you  are 
20  years  older?  And  how  do  you  know  that  all  problems  are 
soluble?  Or  soluble  swiftly?  Or  soluble  peacefully?  Or  soluble, 
given  the  never-infinite  resources,  brains  and  experience  any 
generation  is  endowed  with? 

I say  that  you  are  failing  us— in  failing  to  learn  and  respect 
discomforting  facts;  in  failing  to  learn  not  to  think  (it  is  easier  to 
complain);  in  using  violence  to  shut  down  colleges;  in  shamefully 
denying  the  freedom  of  others  to  study  and  to  teach;  in 
barbarously  slandering  and  abusing  and  shouting  down  those  who 
disagree  with  you;  in  looting,  stealing  and  defiling;  in  failing  to  see 
how  much  more  complicated  social  problems  are  than  you  blindly 
assume;  in  acting  out  of  an  ignorance  for  which  idealism  is  not 
excuse,  and  a hysteria  for  which  youth  is  no  defense. 
“Understanding”?  You  don’t  even  understand  that  when  you  call 
me  a “mother—”  you  are  projecting  your  unresolved  incestuous 
wishes  onto  me.  The  technical  name  for  such  projection,  in 
advanced  form,  is  paranoia. 

Again  and  again,  you  say,  “the  American  people  want”  or 
“demand”  or  “insist.”  How  do  you  know?  Every  poll  I have  seen 
puts  your  position  in  a minority.  You  just  say,  “the  American 
people  demand”— then  add  whatever  you  prefer.  This  is 
intellectually  sloppy  at  best,  and  corrupt  at  worst. 

You  want  to  “wreck  this  slow,  inefficient  democratic  system.”  It 
took  the  human  race  centuries  of  thought  and  pain  and  suffering 
and  hard  experiment  to  devise  it.  Democracy  is  not  a “state”  but  a 
process;  it  is  a way  of  solving  human  problems,  a way  of  hobbling 
power,  a way  of  protecting  every  minority  from  the  awful,  fatal 
tyranny  of  either  the  few  or  the  many. 

Whatever  its  imperfections,  democracy  is  the  only  system  man 
has  discovered  that  makes  possible  change  without  violence.  Do 
you  really  prefer  bloodshed  to  debate?  Quick  dictates  to  slow  law? 
This  democracy  made  possible  a great  revolution  in  the  past  35 
years  (a  profound  transfer  of  power,  a distribution  of  wealth,  an 
improvement  of  living  and  health)  without  “liquidating”  millions, 
without  suppressing  free  speech,  without  the  obscenities  of  dogma 
enforced  by  terror. 

This  “slow,  inefficient”  system  protects  people  like  me  against 
people  like  you;  and  (though  you  don’t  realize  it)  protects 
innocents  like  you  against  those  “reactionary  . . . fascist  forces” 
you  fear:  They,  like  you,  prefer  “action  to  talk.”  As  fo* 
“security”— at  what  price?  The  most  “secure”  of  human 
institutions  is  a prison;  would  you  choose  to  live  in  one? 

You  want  “a  society  in  which  the  young  people  speak  their 
minds  against  the  Establishment.”  Where  have  the  young  more 
freely,  recklessly  and  intrasigently  attacked  “the  Establishment”? 
(Every  political  order  has  one.)  Wherever  “our  heroes— Marx,  Mao, 
Che”  have  prevailed,  students,  writers,  teachers,  scientists  have 
been  punished  with  hard  labor  or  death— for  what?  For  their 
opinions.  Where  butTn  ‘‘fake  democracies”  are  mass 
demonstrations  possible,  or  your  bitter  (and  legitimate)  dissent 
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You  rail  against  “leaders  crazed  with  power,”  who  “deceive  the 
people.”  Your  leaders  are  self  dramatizers  who  demand  that  power, 
which  would  craze  them,  and  they  deceive  you  in  not  telling  you 
how  they  plan  your  “confrontations”— to  force  the  police  to  use 
force,  whose  excesses  I hate  more  than  you  do .1,  unlike  you,  want 
no  one  put  “up  against  the  wall.”  No  “cheap  politician”  more 
cynically  deceived  you  than  fanatical  militants  did— and  will.  Your 
support  feeds- their  neurotic  (because  extremist)  needs. 
Washington’s  ‘Non-Violent  Coordinating  Committee’  has  engaged 
in  gunfire  for  three  days  as  I write  this.

Appliance  manufacturing 
officials  announced  today  in 
Washington  D.C.  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Virginia 
Cutler  as  chairman  of  a newly 
formed  national  independent 
consumer  panel. 

Dr.  Cutler,  chairman  of  the 
Family  Economics  and  Home 
Management  Dept,  at  BYU,  will 
head  the  Major  Appliance 
Consumer  Action  Panel. 
(MA-CAP). 

The  panel  will  serve  as  a 
consumer  advocate  and 
ambassador  handling  complaints 
about  major  appliances  where 
satisfaction  has  not  been 
forthcoming  from  dealers  or 
manufacturers. 

Other  duties  of  MA-CAP  will 
be  to  inform  manufacturers 
about  needed  improvements  and 
make  recommendations  related 
to  consumer  needs.  The 
nine-member  panel  also  plans  to 
encourage  and  assist  in  planning 
education  programs  so  that 
consumers  will  be  wiser  in 
making  appliance  purchases. 

Although  the  panel’s 
headquarters  will  be  in  Chicago, 
Dr.  Cutler  will  continue  her 
department  chairmanship  here 
while  making  periodical  trips  to 
Chicago  to  meet  with  panel 
members.  All  of  Dr.  Cutler’s 
salary  received  from  the 
consumer  panel  project  will  be 
placed  in  a fund  for  an  Indian 
management  of  resources 
training  program.
